ings of Glen. John P. Van Ness. who, fromiIKii to ltai, was the mayor of the city, and
December 24, 15281, he executed a deed
therefor to George Crandall, Enoch Tucker
anti others as trustees. This was lot 10,
square 488-62i.2 feet on F street and 75 feet
on 5th street. and Gen. Van Ness stIpulated
that it should be used for religious pur-
poses.

C'.ne as Christamaa Gftt
This, coming as a Christmas gift, was an

incentive to the movement, and, having the
site in hand, preparations were made for
the erection of a church home. By May
folfbwing (l829) Wesley Chapel was on the
site, and it was dedicated by Bishop Mc-
Kendree.
